In an unusual move, the US. 
Circuit Court issued an un­

Alan Wright, to listen to the 
tapes and decide am ong 
themselves which 
portions 
should be submitted to the 
grand jury. 
The court said the memo 
was not intended as a clue to

stitutional questions. 
The White House had no 
comment on the proposal. 
Nixon has refused to allow 
anyone other than som e 
present and former aides to 
near the tapes. 
Cox said he would be “more 
than Blad to meet with the 
President or his delegate or 
any of his attorneys in a sin­ 
cere effort to pursue the 
Court of Appeals suggestion 
to a mutually satisfactory 
conclusion.”

high of IO per cent today. 
Late Thursday, San Fran­ 
cisco’s Wells Fargo Bank an­ 
nounced it would raise its 
minimum lending fee for its 
best corporate custom ers 
from 9:,4 to IO per cent, ef­ 
fective today. 
It w as the first

toward the IO per cent level 
after a rapid series of in­ 
creases that carried the rate 
to 9 ‘j by late last month. 
Since then, although banks 
have been contending that 
m oney m arket conditions 
called for further increases, 
they have shied away from 
being spotlighted as the first 
to go to IO.

Peter MacDonald, an Indian leader, has the 
ability to look at both the plight and the op* 
portunity before his Navajo tribesmen. 
As chairman of the largest Indian tribe in 
America, 132,000 Navajos, he is worried about 
figures such as 65 per cent unemployment and 
a $400 to $500 average family income. 
But he also sees a concrete chance for the 
Navajos to improve their lot with proper 
management and development of their 16 
million acres spread over parts of Arizona, 
Utah and New Mexico. 
HE POINTS THE direction of the future 
with these words. “We want to develop our re­ 
sources ourselves. The days of leases with 
outside exploitation are numbered. The time 
has come for the expansion of education of 
Navajos so they can handle these ventures 
themselves.” 
The tribal chairman knows he is talking 
about a long-range program, but it already 
has been put into motion. 
The Navajo Forest Product Industries near 
Window Rock, Ariz., is a sawmill that em­ 
ploys 450 persons including only 14 non- 
Indians. The enterprise produces 54 million 
board feet of lumber a year that comes out

After serving in the Pacific he returned to 
the reservation and got his high school 
education by jamming four years of work into 
a single year. 
MOVING ON TO junior college he worked 
his way through the University of Oklahoma 
where he won an electrical engineering 
degree and joined private industry. 
But the pull to the reservation was great 
and he returned there in 1963 and won his 
tribe’s highest elective office in 1970. 
His is a powerful voice in Indian affairs 
today and more to the point, it is a positive 
voice. 
Improved X-Ray 
While research into the cause of cancer and 
heart disease continues to be pushed, ac­ 
companied by considerable publicity and 
dissemination of information, advance also is 
being made in the field of radiology as it 
pertains to brain X ray. 
A new device, described as one of the most 
important developments in radiology since 
Roentgen developed the X-ray in 1895, is 
being hailed as “a major advance for 
science.” 
The device makes it possible to film the 
brain in “slices.” This, in turn, has the 
potential to reduce hospital costs and 
duration of stays, improve diagnosis and 
provide quicker treatment for illnesses such 
as strokes, brain, tumors and skull injuries. 
Teamed with a computer, the device holds 
promise of becoming an extremely valuable 
tool in the hands of skilled specialists. 
Medical science involving the treatment 
and cure of disease, marches on at a stepped- 
up cadence, and mankind benefits with every 
step.

The pending bill would 
raise the federal minimum 
wage for m ost non-farm 
workers, which has been 
fixed at $1.60 an hour since 
1968, to $2 on Nov. I and to 
$2.25 next July. The bill would 
extend coverage to domestic 
workers and to certain em­ 
ployes of state and local gov­ 
ernm ents. 
Thousands 
of 
workers in small retail and 
service establishments also 
would be affected. 
NIXON S POSITION 
is 
that these several provisions, 


on balance, “would do far 
more harm than good.” He is 
not opposed to a substantial 
increase: 
The administra­ 
tion’s own bill would raise the 
minimum wage to $1.90 at 
once and to $2.30 three years 
hence. But he argues con­ 
vincingly that the adverse ef­ 
fects of an increase can be 
minimized by a more gradual 
and less sweeping approach.

citizens are complaining 
because we are making them 
eat three loaves of bread a 
day.” 
“ So what? Don’t they 
realize we are destroying 
American economy?” 
“Is true, but our citizens 
are not used to eating so 
much bread. We can’t even 
give it away.”

“Did you give orders that 
all factory workers must eat 
two Hero sandwiches for 
lunch?” 
“Yes, Comrade. We also 
directed that every Soviet 
citizen must consume a dozen 
wheat cakes for breakfast. 


But we still can’t use up all 
the wheat we bought from the 
United States.” 
“What about bread pud­ 
ding?” 
“EVERY 
restaurant in 
the country has been ordered 
to serve 3,000 gallons of bread 
pudding a day. In Leningrad 
last week they had a bread 
pudding 
revolt 
and 
15 
militiamen were drowned in 
the vats at the Marx-Engles 
Baking Co. The leaders of the 
demonstration, of course, 
have been arrested.” 
“ What did you do to 
them?” 
“They’ve been given life on 
bread and water/’ 
“Good. But, Comrades, if 
they revolt in Leningrad, they 
could revolt anywhere. We 
must find ways of using up 
wheat surpluses. How many 
tons have we been able to 
force on the satellite coun­ 
tries?” 
“WE MADE Poland take 
IO million, Czechoslovakia 14 
million and Hungary 12 
million. We asked Tito to take 
some of it off our hands, but 
you can guess what he told us 
to do with our wheat.” 
“He’s a crusty old guy.” 
“Why don’t we send our 
Ilushyin 
bombers 
over 
Belgrade and dump several 
million tons on him?” 
“ Is bad for world public 
opinion. We would be accused 


of using wheat-germ war­ 
fare.” 
“Well, who has any better 
ideas? ” 
“WHYNOT fill our MIRV 
missiles with cream of wheat 
and shoot at China?” 
“It could hurt the U.S.- 
Soviet detente. Comrades, 
the only answer is that we 
must force higher wheat 
consumption at home.” 
“But how?” 
“During the depression in 
the United States they set up 
bread lines all over the 
country. Why don’t we do the 
same thing here?” 
“But that was because they 
had no bread.” 
“Principle is the same. In 
Soviet Union anyone who 
doesn’t get into oread line 
will be shot.” 
“IS GOOD idea. Why not 
also announce anyone who 
goes on diet will be sent to 
Siberia.” 
"We must make Soviet 
people realize that for every 
howl of shredded wheat they 
eat, an American capitalist 
will starve.

Aborigines Provide a Lesson 


New Resort Island

MEXICO CITY - (NEA) 
— The name Cancun will 
someday be as familiar to 
international fun- and sun- 
seekers a,s Acapulco, Nassau 
and Jamaica are today. 
It will, if years of careful 
planning 
by 
dynamic 
M exican 
b u re a u c r a ts , 
computerized analyses and 
the investment of millions of 
dollars — not to mention 
sparkling beaches, unspoiled 
scenery, ideal climate and 
nearby archeological treas­ 
ures 
have anything to do 
with it. 
CANCUN 
(pronounced 
“kan-koon” ) is a narrow, 14- 
mile-long island on the tip of 
the Yucatan peninsula jutting 
into the Mexican Caribbean. 
Uninhabited until a few years 
ago, 
except 
for 
transient 
fishermen, by the height of 
the coming tourist season the 
island will boast a minimum 
of 1,000 hotel rooms ready for 
occupancy. 
A completed 200-foot bridge 
will connect Cancun with the 
mainland and provide access 
to a new international air- 
B 
ort, capable of handling the 
iggest jets, which is sched­ 
uled to go into operation by 
the end of this year. 
The Mexican government, 
which so far has committed 
$100 million to the project, 
expects 60,000 tourists to 
come to Cancun in its first 
year. It is confident that in IO 
years a half-million will visit 
the resort, and by 1993 a mil­ 
lion a year. 
WHY CANCUN? 
One an­ 
swer is simply that tourism 
represents Mexico’s greatest 
source of foreign revenue. In 
1972, some 2.9 million visitors 
— about seven of every eight 
United 
of 
b 
them from the 


States — spent $737 million in 
the country. 
It’s estimated that every 17 
tourists provide a livelihood 
for one Mexican for one year, 
and provide it for those who 
need it most — low-skilled no­ 
skilled people. 
In 1967, the Banco de Mexi­ 
co, the equivalent of the U.S. 
Federal Reserve, set up a 
trust called the Fund for the 
Promotion of Tourism Infra­ 
stru ctu re 
to 
study 
the 
feasibility of creating one or 
more new' recreational zones 
in Mexico. (“ Infrastructure” 
refers to essential facilities 
like power, water, roads, etc., 
basic to resort development.) 
The trust, called INFRA- 
TUR for short, under the 
direction of Harvard Busi­ 
ness School-educated Antonio 
Fnriquez 
Savignac, 
began 
assem bling an enormous 
amount of facts and figures — 
how far Caribbean tourists 
were traveling and for how 
long, statistics on other 
resorts, such as number of 
hotel rooms, annual tempera­ 
tures and annual rainfall. All 
this and more was fed into 
computers. 
Then over a two-year 
period, Savignac and a team 
of bright young technocrats, 
including economists, ecolo­ 
gists, urbanologists and oth­ 
ers, fanned out to personally 
investigate a variety of sites 
along Mexico’s coastlines. 
AMONG THE many fac­ 
tors considered by the IN- 
FRATUR scouts were the 
availability of good beaches, 
manpower that needed em­ 
ployment, weather conditions 
ana distances from major 
U.S. cities. These data were 
also fed into computers and 
checked against previously 
computerized 
information. 
Eventually, the choice nar­ 


rowed down to Cancun on the 
Caribbean coast and Ixtapa 
on the Pacific coast as the 
ideal “resorts of the future.” 
Geographically, 
Cancun 
was found to have a lot going 
for it besides its sun-favored 
location (an average 80-de­ 
gree temperature with no ex­ 
tremes of hot or cold) and its 
proximity 
to such 
famed 
Mayan ruins as Chichen-Itza. 
Florida is a mere 55 minutes 
away by jet, and Los Angeles 
is actually closer to Cancun 
than it is to Miami. 
What followed was the for­ 
mulation of a master plan for 
Cancun, using an initial $21.5- 
million loan from the Inter- 
American Development Bank 
plus $25.6 million of Mexican 
government 
money, 
to 
develop a basic infrastruc­ 
ture of roads, public utilities 
and an international airport. 
MOST OF Cancun’s hotels 
(a total of 10,000 rooms is pro­ 
jected by 1993), marinas, golf 
clubs, night clubs and other 
leisure facilities are to be fi­ 
nanced and built by private 
investors, 
including 
for­ 
eigners under a new Mexican 
law permitting non-Mexicans 
to own real estate. 
Cancun City, a support cen­ 
ter for resort employes and 
other permanent residents, is 
going up on the mainland. 
Homes, schools, churches, 
clinics, shopping centers, a 
convention center and mu­ 
nicipal building are to be built 
through 
INFRATUR. 
Ulti­ 
mately, the city will house a 
population of up to 70,000. 
Where does the jaded 
jetsetter go after he’s seen 
Acapulco and the Bahamas? 
Mexico, which still offers a 
bargain for the weakened 
American dollar is betting on 
Cancun.

When you’re in as much 
trouble as the “civilized” 
world seems to be in today, 
you probably ought to grab 
for ideas wherever you can 
find them. So 
let’s go more 
than 
11,000 
miles out to 
the great cen­ 
tral and west­ 
ern deserts of 
Australia, and 
check in on 
the 
aborigi­ 
nes. 


It’s not only 
far, but it may strike a lot of 
people as farfetched. Par­ 
ticularly since I’m going to 
talk about some tribal rules 
and attitudes, and the Aus­ 
tralian government is busy 
trying to de-tribalize and as­ 
similate the aborigines. 


Hie “Australians” on hand 
when Europeans discovered 
and colonized the world’s 
smallest continent were a 
curious blend, basically black 
Africans in type, but showing 
a few Caucasian character­ 
istics. They were nomadic, 
and described by experts as 


among the most 
peoples ever seen. 
primitive 


YET ANYONE 
who has 
taken even the briefest 
plunge into studying man’s 
development knows that 
many prim itive societies 
have highly complex social 
structures. Australia’s 140,- 
000 present aborigines had 
built such a society. 


They’ve had some rigidly 
applied rules, I discover, 
which could — if nothing 
more — stir us to fresh 
thought on our strangling 
problems. 


For 
one 
thing, 
they 
shrewdly achieved guidelines 
which kept their population 
level fairly constant, and — 
important — tended always 
to keep their numbers within 
the “carrying capacity” of 
the country they roamed in 
search of food. 


Having heard so 
much 
about man’s rapacious strip­ 
ping earth’s riches, it seems 
odd to have it alleged, as it is 
in a book on Australia’s his­ 
tory, that such true primi­ 
tives could develop natural 
concern for “conservation,” 
a thing that in the abstract 


they surely never grasped. 
BUT WE HAVE TO 
re­ 
member that the aborigines 
have moved about in one of 
nature’s 
harshest 
land­ 
scapes, a place of withering 
sunlight, faint sprays of rain­ 
fall, sparse, quickly fading 
vegetation, and elusive ani­ 
m as playing the same game 
of survival by the thinnest of 
margins. 
How have they met this test 
where failure spells death? 
By laying down strict tribal 
and subrtribal food restric­ 
tions. They put limits on their 
total “harvesting” of particu­ 
lar food resources. They 
decree that particular sub­ 
groups may not, for specific 
periods, 
hunt 
certain 
animals. 
Later, 
the 
“ deprived 
group” may have their turn 
at the restricted category of 
game, while others lay off. 
The women in the tribe are 
consistently assigned special 
foods. 
Now, with the world’s pop­ 
ulation 3.6 billion and count­ 
ing, what lesson is there in 


the customs of a cluster of 
Australian primitives whose 
numbers don’t quite match 
the citizenry of Portland, 
Maine? 
WELL, 
small their num­ 
bers may be, but their old 
rules still hold a lesson. They 
learned how to move and live 
in a fercely hostile environ­ 
ment, \inding sustenance in 
it, yet never upsetting its 
treacherous balance.- 


Through history most soci­ 
eties have taken from the 
earth as if they were man­ 
fully gutting an enemy — 
seeing no cost to themselves 
as they laid waste on all 
sides. 
The day is late with much 
damage done. Still, technol­ 
ogy, far advanced, may res­ 
cue us. It is not a murder 
weapon, as some say. But we 
have to use it deftly, harmon­ 
izing our needs with earth’s 
realities. The aborigines 
know the price of survival. 
We can’t seem to think past 
the price of tomorrow’s beef­ 
steak.

Of increasing significance, 
the Foundation said, is the

Interest costs have more than 
doubled, from under $12 
billion in 1965, to an estimated 
$26 billion in the current 
fiscal year. That amoungt is 
equal to about 25 cents of

THE MORE 
significant 
inquiry 
goes 
to 
the 
prospective effect of this biU 
in human terms: What about 
the marginal man or woman 
who “ benefits” by being 
fired? This is not the sort of 
benefit that has great appeal. 
Yet Nixon is quite right in 
warning the well-intentioned 
sponsors of this legislation 
that this likely will be the 
consequence of their benevo­ 
lence.

They are performing 
honest work at the very edges 
of the labor market and they 
earn something, at least, in 
self-respect. 
Is it better for a domestic to 
earn, say, $12 a day at $1.50 
an hour, or to earn zero dol­ 
lars a day — because there is 
no job — at $2 an hour? To the 
16-year-old cutting grass, or 
to the elderly black maid in a 
small southern 
wn, the 
question has fateftu meaning. 
Such marginal workers have 
more to fear from their bene­ 
factors than from their o 
pressors. 
THE PRESIDENT 
also 
objects, on sound grounds, 
that it is unwise to extend fed­ 
eral wage controls to func­ 
tions of state and local gov­ 
ernm ent not involved in 
federal aid. Hie number of 
such affected employes is 
small (only 74,000), but the 
principle is large. He also 
makes the realistic argument 
that the smaU retail and serv­ 
ice establishm ents newly 
covered by the biU “are the 
very businesses least able to 
absorb sharp, sudden payroU 
increases.” Such employers 
could meet the higher wage 
costs only by cutting back on 
jobs. 
Most of the key proponents 
of the biU unceasingly pro­ 
claim themselves, in their 
political 
cam paigns, 
as 
triends of the poor, the 
blacks, the young, and the 
working women of our so­ 
ciety. It is a curious act of 
friendship, I submit, to hold 
out to these constituents the 
prospect of higher pay — but 
no work.

It’s not 
uncom m on, otherw ise the 
large amount of mouth wash 
and so forth wouldn’t be sold 
to the public. A good place to 
start evaluating the problem 
is in the dental area, and I’m 
glad to see that you ap­ 
parently have already done 
that. In addition to cavities 
and so forth, there is the 
problem of pyorrhea or in­ 
flammation of the gingiva 
(gums) which is often 
a 
source of bad breath, but I 
would assum e from 
your 
regular dental 
evaluations 
and treatm ents that you must 
not have that problem. 
The point that penicillin 
seems to relieve your dif­ 
ficulties suggests an in ­ 
fection. A common location 
for such an infection is the 
sinuses. Chronic sinusitis is a 
frequent source of persistent 
bad breath. 
Old 
diseased 
tonsils with necrotic cheesy 
m aterial 
deeply 
imbedded 
within the tonsils are also a 
frequent 
source 
of 
bad 
breath. I would suggest you 
see an ear, nose and throat 
sp ecialist and have him 
evaluate your sinuses and 
tonsils for possible infections 
which may be contributing to 
your problem. 
THERE ARE other causes 
for 
bad 
breath, 
including 
diseases of the lungs (usually 
associated with other symp­ 
tom s), 
d istu rb an ces 
in 
digestion, 
gall 
bladder 
disease and even bad breath 
associated with a woman’s 
menstrual cycle (I suspect 
that this is often related to an 
associated disturbance in the 
digestive tract occurring at 
that time). Probably the most 
common 
sources for per­ 
sistent bad breath are the 
dental-mouth area and the 
sinus, tonsils, adenoid area. 
Incidentally, many people

don’t recognize that 
the 
tongue is a source of bad 
breath, and it 
should be 
cleaned regularly just 
as 
teeth are cleaned. The ac­ 
cumulation of food and debris 
on the tongue can be the real 
problem. Obviously, to do 
something about persistent 
bad breath requires a good 
m edical exam ination with 
particular attention to the 
dental, 
mouth, 
sinus 
and 
tonsil area. If a search of 
these areas is unrewarding, 
then a more complete study 
of possible causes needs to be 
accomplished. I agree it’s not 
a simple problem because it 
certainly can lim it one’s 
future opportunities, both 
socially and even rn one’s 
chosen occupation.

U.S. Rejects Offer 


On Burmese Opium 


W ASHINGTON 
(A P) — 
The United States has turned 
down an alleged offer by Bur­ 
mese guerrilla leaders of 400 
tons of opium in exchange for 
$13 million and U.S. support 
of their cause. State D epart­ 
ment officials said accept­ 
ance of the offer would not 
end the drug smuggling prob­ 
lem in Southeast Asia and 
might poison U.S. relations 
with Burma and neighboring 
Thailand. And, they noted, 
the rebel leader who m ade 
the offer has since been a r ­ 
rested by the Burmese gov­ 
ernment. The rebels, report­ 
edly offered to destroy the 
opium in exchange for U.S. 
help in obtaining some inde­ 
pendence for the remote Shan 
States from the rest of the 
Union of Burma.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Di­ 
rector William E, Colby is 
shaking up the CIA in a move 
to provide himself and Presi­ 
dent Nixon with sharper esti­ 
mates of US. defense needs 
and developments in China, 
the Soviet Union and other 
sensitive world sectors. 
Sworn in only IO days ago, 
Colby plans to surro u n d 
h im self 
with 
about 
IO 
sp e c ia lists 
— 
N ational 
Intelligence Officers who will 
be responsible for a specific 
subject, such 
as strategic 
weapons, or an area, such as 
China or Latin America. 
They 
will 
re p la c e 
the 
prestigious panel of “ wise old 
heads” 
who comprise the 
Board of National Estimates, 
which for more than 20 years 
has been respon sib le for 
p r e p a r i n g 
in te llig e n c e 
estimates. 
Through attrition the elite 
10-man 
board 
of 
e x ­ 
ambassadors, admirals and 
generals is now down to five 
or six 
members including 
L ivingston 
M erch ant, 
a 
fo rm e r u n d e rs e c re ta ry of 
state. 
Remaining at the apex of 
the government’s, intelligence 
apparatus will be the United 
S tates Intelligence Board, 
headed by Colby. Its m em ­ 
bers are drawn from the 
National 
Security 
Agency, 
the 
Defense 
Intelligence 
Agency, the Treasury and 
S tate 
D e p a rtm e n ts, 
the 
Atomic Energy Commission 
and the FBI.Army, Navy and 
Air 
Force intelligence 
of­ 
ficers attend the meetings as 
“ observers.” 
The shakeup comes against 
a backdrop of criticism that 
intelligence estimates have 
been 
too 
fuzzy 
and 
generalized, with dissent lost 
by the time they reach the 
CIA director. By giving a 
single 
specialist 
the 
r e ­ 
sponsibility for collating the 
divergent views, Colby hopes 
to have dissents funneled to 
him. 
He expects to draw most of 
the IO specialists from the 
CIA. Others may come from 
th e P en tag o n , 
the 
State 
Department or even college 
campus. They will be told 
they should not consider their 
jobs permanent, that they 


could be moved out within a 
few years, or their subjects or 
geographic areas abolished 
and otners added in their 
place. 
Colby has not m ade any 
final choices from the three 
dozen or so candidates he is 
now co nsiderin g.

Commissioner Pete Rozelle 
said that although the league 
opposed the legislation, he 
had informed the major 
television networks to lift the 
TV blackout on sold-out 
games. 
About two-thirds of Sun­

be 
covered by the legislation and 
would be televised locally. 
House and Senate leaders 
worked out an agreement on- 
the bill early Thursday, even 
before the House voted on it, 
an unprecedented legislative 
maneuver designed to speed 
the bill’s passage to permit 
Sunday’s telecasts. 
The agreement reached be­ 
tween the leaders ironed out 
differences 
between 
an 
earlier 
Senate-approved 
version and one that was due 
before the House. 
The 
Senate 
version 
provided a one-year trial of 
the legislation to prohibit 
television blackouts of home 
games if there is a sellout 72 
hours 
in advance of 
the 
games. The House bill that 
came out of the Commerce 
Committee called for a per­ 
manent ban on 
television 
blackouts. 
T h e 
c o m p r o m i s e 
agreement called for a three- 
year trial period. 
The House passed 
the 
measure 336-37 after an hour- 
long 
debate 
with 
little 
dissent. The Senate, which 
had passed a bill last Thur­ 
sday 
by a 
vote of 76-6, 
adopted the House-passed 
version by voice vote. 
Rozelle told newsmen in 
New York that the 
N FL 
believes “ there will be ex­ 
tremely negative results to 
this legislation.” 
He said, “ We feel that 
during the period of this 
experiment, it will be shown 
that a great number of people 
who purchase tickets will not 
go to the stadium. 
“ The sport has thrived on 
the crowds,” he said. “ We 
think the sport feeds on the 
enthusiasm of the crowds.”

W ASHINGTON (A P ) - 
The price of bagels is going 
up 
This single economic fact of 
eating has been brought to 
the attention of the House by 
Rep. Bertram Podell, D-N.Y. 
He said theprice jump has hit 
hard his bagel-loving con­ 
stituents in New York City 
"The most recent casualty 
of Phase 4 is a consumer item 
that is very popular in my 
district — the bagel.’’ Podefl 
told the House. A bagel is a 
glazed, 
hard 
doughnut­ 
shaped roll made of flour and 
water. It can be eaten by 
itself or. as often is the case, 
with 
cream 
cheese 
and 
smoke(J salmon or lox. 
“ For the past few years, 
the price of bagels Fiad 
stabilized at eight to ten 
cents,” he said. 
“ Then Mr. Nixon arranged 
for the sale of one-quarter of 
America’s wheat harvest to 
the Soviet Union, giving in­ 
side information to a few 
speculators who were thus 
aole to make a fortune on the 
deal. 
“ Finally, and incredibly, 
the President removed all 
price controls on wheat. The 
result was a substantial in­ 
crease in the cost of flour. As 
a result, my constituents are 
now paying 12 tcf 15 cents for a 
bagel, an increase of between 
20 to 50per cent,” Podell said. 
Podell said that despite the 
increase in price, labor costs 
and bakers’ profits have not 
risen. 
"The blame lies squarely 
with President Nixon and 
Secretary of Agriculture 
(Earl) Butz,” Podell said. 
“ The noted economist John 
Kenneth Galbraith recently 
remarked that having these 
men administer price con­ 
trols is analogous to putting 
the Paulist Fathers in charge 
of a birth control clinic,” 
Podell added. 
Podell 
said 
a 
complete 
redirection 
of 
national 
priorities is needed. “ Much 
more is at stake than merely 
the price of 
bagels. 
The 
President’s electoral 
man­ 
date 
gave 
him 
the 
re­ 
sponsibility to represent the 
interests of all the people, not 
just the wealthy few. “ It is 
time for Mr. Nixon to wake up 
to the realities of the con­ 
sumers' nightmare, and by 
• his actions to justify the faith 
placed in him by so many 
Americans,” Podell said.

pressed approval of the Tues­ 
day coup. 
The Christian Democrats, 
Chile's largest party, said the 
junta’s goal “ to restore peace 
between Chileans ... requires 
fair and unified action by ev­ 
eryone.” 
But the statement signed 
by party president Patricio 
Aylwis made clear that the 
endorsement of military rule 
was temporary. It said the 
traditions of the armed forces 
“ inspire confidence that as 
soon as they finish the task 
they undertook. . . pow-er will 
return to the people.’' 
Sergio Onofre Jarpa. presi­ 
dent of the National party, 
said Allende’s three-vear rule 
had provoked “ total crisis,” 
and he called on all Chileans 
“ to suDDort without reser­ 
vations the corrective action 
of the junta.”

New Feed Supplement Hikes 
Co w’s Beef, Milk Pro ductio n 


AKRON, Ohio (AP) - A 
Canton research veterinarian 
says farmers could save corn 
for themselves and feed their 
cattle cornstalks 
with 
the 
help of a supplement he has 
developed. 
Dr. J. B. Davidson, who be­ 
gan marketing what he calls 
Custom Blend Agri-Feed this 
month, said the supplement 
provides a balanced living 
environment for the bacteria 
that break down cellulose in 
three 
of 
a 
cow’s 
four 
stomachs. 
“ It's just 
a 
matter 
of 
keeping those little rascals 
alive and working good,” he 
said. “ To keep those bugs 
happy, you have to have just 
the right conditions.” 
He said a pound or two of 
the supplement daily keeps 
them happy enough to about 
triple the beef or milk yield of 
the cow’s foraging diet The 
supplement will be produced 
at Wooster. 
Davidson bases that figure 
on a vield of 600 pounds of 
beef from an acre of corn 
Using his supplement 
with 
the cornstalks and leaves as 
the cow’s diet — an average 
acre would produce up to 
2,000 pounds of beef, he said 
“ We re furnishing a diet 
that will make these bacteria 
function best with a cellulose 
diet.’' Davidson said 
He said the supplement will 
be 
important 
worldwide, 
especially in countries where 
the available grain is needed 
as much by humans as 
animals 
He said that his company. 
Agri-Stook, Inc., decided to 
put the product on the market 
this fall after feed grain 
prices nearly tripled in a 
year 
The 100 per cent forage diet 
would, 
in 
effect, 
turn 
P 
astures 
into 
feedlots, 
avidson said. 
Tests showed that when the 
supplement was used, dairy 
cattle could switch from fuil 
grain diets to 100 per cent for­ 
age and back to grain with no 
drop in milk production, he 
saia. 
The feed supplement works 
with 
all 
ruminants 
(four- 
stomached animals) but not 
with a variety of other 
livestock, 
ranging 
from 
chickens to pigs, which digest 
food differently, he said. 
Davidson said he had been 
experimenting 
with

supplement for about 27 
vears.
